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U.S.  TRADE  IN  LIVESTOCK,  MEAT 
AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS  IN  I96I 


The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  including 
wool,  amounted  to  $726  million  in  I96I,  an  increase  of  15  percent  over  the 
previous  year,  but  5  percent  below  the  record  of  $761  million  in  1959* 

Excluding  wool,  U.S.  imports  were  $5^1  million  in  I961  ccsnpared  with  $k3k 
million  in  1960  and  $557  in  1959.    The  United  States  was  the  world's  second 
largest  importer  of  red  meats  during  I96I,  exceeded  only  by  the  United 
Kingdom.    Cattle  and  beef  imports  in  I96I  amounting  to  nearly  $329  million, 
accounted  for  ^3  percent  of  the  total  import  value.    Imports  of  wool  ac- 
counted for  25  percent  of  the  value,  pork  16  percent,  and  hides  and  skins 
8  percent. 

U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  were  $366  million  in 
1961,  the  highest  since  1957  when  exports  reached  $383  million.  Export 
values  rose  5  percent  in  I961  and  were  38  percent  above  the  1951-55  aver- 
age.   Tallow  and  greases,  at  record  levels,  were  the  leading  export  com- 
modities amounting  to  $135  million,  37  percent  of  exports.    Hide  and  skin 
exports  of  about  $8l  million  accounted  for  22  percent  of  the  total.  Ship- 
ments of  red  meats  including  vaxiety  meats  were  I7  percent  of  the  export 
value;  and,  lard  accounted  for  I3  percent,  despite  a  decline  from  the 
level  of  the  previous  year. 

During  1962  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  exporter  and 
importer,  moving  large  quantities  of  byproducts  into  foreign  markets,  and 
bringing  in  sizable  quantities  of  red  meats  and  feeder  cattle.    Both  red 
meat  and  cattle  imports  are  expected  to  be  only  slightly  below  those  of 
1961,  due  to  the  continued  favorable  U.S.  price  level  for  cattle  and  short- 
age of  meat  for  manufacture.    Exports  of  tallow  and  greases  are  expected  to 
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set  a  record  and  variety  meats  should  about  equal  those  of  I96I.  Shipments 
of  bovine  hides  and  skins  shoiild  continue  at  relatively  high  levels  through- 
out 1962. 

Iinports 

U.S.  red  meat  imports  during  I96I  totaled  919  million  pounds  (product  weight) 
or  25  percent  larger  than  in  I96O.    They  were  valued  at  $368  million  can- 
pared  with  $308  million  in  I96O  and  $380  million  in  1959- 

Imports  of  beef  and  veal,  on  a  carcass  weight  basis,  were  1,0^3  million 
pounds  in  I96I  compared  with  the  record  1,063  million  pounds  in  1959*  Al- 
though the  United  States  is  a  net  importer,  beef  and  veal  imports  amounted 
to  only  6.3  percent  of  the  record  U.S.  production  of  l6,300  million  pounds 
in  1961.    During  I96O  imports  were  4,8  percent  of  production,  and  in  1959 
7.2  percent. 

Beef  and  cattle  imports  will  continue  relatively  high  during  I962.  Imports 
diiring  the  first  half  of  the  year  will  average  well  above  those  of  the 
first  6  months  of  I961,    However,  expected  increases  in  domestic  cow 
slaughter  during  the  last  half  of  I962  may  reduce  the  demand  for  imported 
beef  and  veal.    Cattle  imports  during  the  first  6  months  of  I962  will  be 
substantially  larger  than  the  same  period  of  19^1,  because  Mexican  faxmers 
have  been  shipping  feeder  cattle  to  the  United  States  to  take  advantage  of 
relatively  good  prices.    Imports  of  cattle  from  Canada  should  be  considerably 
less  than  in  196I  when  drought  caused  short  feed  supplies  and  forced  the 
sale  of  large  numbers  of  feeder  cattle. 

Boneless  beef  and  veal  imports  accounted  for  more  than  72  percent  of  the 
total  quantity  of  red  meat  imports  compared  with  67  percent  in  I96O, 
Australia,  the  largest  supplier  of  boneless  beef,  shipped  23O  million  pounds 
to  the  United  States  in  I961  with  New  Zealand  second  with  139  million  pounds, 
Ireland  was  the  third  largest  supplier  with  6I  million  pounds.    These  3 
countries  have  been  the  largest  suppliers  for  the  last  3  years,  and  imports 
from  these  countries  have  increased  each  year, 

Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Uruguay,  formerly  large  suppliers  of  lightly  salted 
beef  including  other  meats,  canned,  prepared  or  preserved,  have  not  shipped 
this  product  to  the  United  States  in  196O  and  1961  because  of  the  quarantine 
effective  in  May  1959  against  such  imports  fron  any  country  having  foot-and- 
moubh  disease,    Argentina  continued  to  supply  most  of  the  canned  beef --5 6 
million  pounds  compared  with  k'J  million  in  I96O,    Argentina  was  the  fourth 
largest  supplier  of  beef  and  veal  in  I96I. 

Pork  imports  valued  at  $lll^,9  million  were  less  than  1  percent  higher  than 
in  1961.    Inshipments  of  pork  have  been  relatively  stable  in  recent  years 
averaging  about  I88  million  pounds  and  between  I.5  and  1,8  percent  of  domestic 
production.    Imports  during  1962  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  the 
past  k  years. 
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I  Canada  supplied  practically  all  of  the  37  million  pounds  of  fresh,  chilled 
or  frozen  pork  imported  in  I96I.    Denmaxk,  the  Netherlands  and  Poland 
supplied  90  percent  of  the  120  million  pounds  of  canned  hams  and  shoulders 
imported  "by  the  United  States  in  I961. 

Imports  of  lamb  and  mutton  were  55 .8  million  pounds  in  I961,  37  percent 
larger  than  in  I96O,  but  2  percent  below  the  postwar  high  of  56.8  million 
pounds  imported  in  1959*    Lamb    imports  dropped  12  percent  below  those  of 
i960  because  of  relatively  high  U.S.  slaughter  and  low  prices.    Imports  of 
mutton  rose  20  percent  as  increased  use  was  made  of  mutton  in  the  manu- 
facture of  sausage  and  frankfurters.    During  I961  approximately  11  million 
pounds  of  lamb  were  imported,  which  was  only  1,5  percent  of  U.S.  production. 

Mutton  imports  totaled  hk.<^  million  pounds  during  I961  compared  with  37*3 
million  pounds  in  I96O,    Australia  was  the  major  supplier  with  about  90 
percent  of  the  total. 

Lamb  imports  totaled  to  10. 9  million  pounds  in  I96I,  12  percent  less  than 
in  i960.    Imports  from  New  Zealatnd  amounted  to  6,4  million  pounds  while 
those  from  Australia,  the  second  largest  supplier,  were  h.'^  million  pounds. 

Casing  imports  were  up  slightly  from  I960  and  amounted  to  l6,5  million  pounds 
compared  with  15.7  million  in  I96O.    Canada,  Denmark,  Argentina  and  New 
Zealand  were  the  largest  suppliers. 

V/ool  imports  during  196I  were  valued  at  $l84  million  compared  with  $178 
million  in  I96O.    Carpet  wool  accounted  for  58  percent  of  the  value  with 
apparel  wool  making  up  the  remainder. 

Nearly  all  the  carpet  wool  used  in  the  United  States  and  about  half  of  the 
apparel  wool  are  imported.    In  terms  of  vol\mie,  wool  imports  during  I961 
totaled  2^  million  pounds  compared  with  228  million  in  196O.  Duty-free 
carpet  wool  imports  of    157 million  pounds  were  only  3*5  million  pounds 
higher  than  in  I96O,    Apparel  wool  imports  rose  16  million  pounds  to  90.3 
million. 

Imports  of  cattle  in  I961  rose  to  1,0^3,000  head  compared  to  663,000  in 
i960,  but  were  slightly  below  the  record  1,152,755  head  imported  in  1958. 
Mexico  and  Canada  supplied  all  of  the  I96I  cattle  imports. 

Large  cattle  imports  in  196I  were  the  result  of  relatively  high  U.S.  prices 
and  a  strong  demand  for  feeder  cattle  and  drought  in  both  Mexico  and 
Canada.    The  large  imports  from  Canada  dxiring  the  last  half  of  I96O  resulted 
from  droughts  which  reduced  feed  supplies  forcing  the  sale  of  a  large 
number  of  feeder  cattle.    Droughts  in  Mexico  early  in  I96O  forced  the 
sale  of  feeder  cattle  from  over-grazed  pastures. 

Hide  and  skin  imports  decreased  9  percent  in  I96I,  totaling  $59  million 
compared  vrLth  $65  million  the  previous  year.    Sheep  and  lamb  skins  made 
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up  near]^  ^7  percent  of  the  value  of  imports,  goat  and  kid  skins,  26  per- 
cent and  cattle,  calf  and  kip  22  percent.    Over  half  of  the  sheep  and 
lamb  skins  came  from  New  Zealand  with  Iran,  Turkey  and  Brazil  being  the 
other  major  suppliers. 

The  goat  and  kid  skins  came  from  a  number  of  coiintries,  however,  these 
countries  were  either  Asiatic  or  African.    Pakistan  and  Nigeria  were  the 
largest  suppliers  followed  by  India  and  Ethiopia.    Imports  of  bovine  hides 
and  skins  were  relatively  small  in  1961  because  of  increased  domestic  pro- 
duction and  relatively  low  prices  dxiring  most  of  the  year. 


Exports 

Over  70  percent  of  the  export  value  consisted  of  3  categories — tallow  and 
greases,  lard,  and  hides  and  skins.    Tallow  and  grease  shipments  in  I96I 
were  a  record  $135  million  and  amounted  to  1,826  million  pounds. 

Japan  was  the  leading  market  for  tallow  and  greases  in  1961  taJking  over 
kOO  million  pounds,  about  22  percent  of  the  total.    The  Netherlands  and 
Italy  each  took  more  than  200  million  pounds  diiring  I96I,  however,  neither 
country  took  as  much  as  they  did  in  196O.    The  U.S.S.R.  was  the  fourth 
largest  buyer  of  tallow  and  greases  in  1961  taking  about  I98  million 
pounds.    Tallow  exports  to  the  Soviet  Union  v^ere  the  highest  on  record  and 
the  first  since  1957 «    V/est  Germany  was  also  a  major  market  with  about  6 
percent  of  total  shipments  going  to  that  country. 

Lard  exports  dropped  sharply  in  I961  and  amounted  to  kl'J  million  pounds 
more  than  200  million  pounds  below  exports  in  196O.  Two  factors  caused 
the  sharp  decline.  The  first  was  the  embargo  on  shipments  to  Cuba  in 
July  1961  which  caused  exports  to  that  country  to  fall  from  I90  million 
poiands  in  196O  to  k3  million  pounds  in  I96I.  The  second  factor  was  that 
relatively  high  U.S.  prices  made  lard  less  competitive  with  edible  oils 
and  resulted  in  the  United  Kingdom  reducing  its  lard  imports. 

However,  the  United  Kingdcm  continued  to  be  the  largest  market  for  lard  in 
1961,  taking  278  million  pounds,  71  million  less  than  in  196O.  Shipments 
to  Canada  amounted  to  21  million  pounds  or  about  the  same  as  in  196O. 
West  Germany  was  a  market  for  I9  million  pounds  in  I961,  3  million  more 
than  in  I96O. 

Hide  and  skin  exports  rose  about  10  percent  in  both  value  and  volume,  and 
were  larger  for  the  second  straight  year.    Increased  exports  of  cattle  hides 
accounted  for  most  of  the  gain. 

Japan  continued  to  be  the  most  important  outlet  for  cattle  hides  and  calf 
skins,    v/est  Germany  was  the  major  market  for  kipskins  and  the  United 
Kingdom  for  sheep  and  lamb  skins. 
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Variety  meat  exports  rose  again  in  2  96I  and  reached  a  /record  12k  million 
pounds  valued  at  $27.2  million.    Larger  U.S.  supplies  at  't)rices  conpetitive 
on  the  world  market  stimulated  exports.    West  Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  took  over  70  percent  of  the  total  in  I961.  Shipments 
to  Frsmce  rose  sharply  in  I96I  as  a  result  of  the  removal  of  some  trade 
restrictions. 

The  value  of  mohair  exports  declined  from  $15.6  million  in  196O  to  $1^.5 
million  in  I96I.    However,  the  volume  of  exports  was  unchanged  at  13.5 
million  pounds  in  "both  years.    The  United  Kingdom  was  the  major  market 
taking  more  than  50  percent  of  mohair  shipments.    Japan  was  the  market  for 
2.1  million  poxmds  in  I961  and  became  the  second  best  customer.  Shipments 
to  the  Netherlands  were  slightly  higher  than  in  196O. 

Cattle  exports  during  I961  amounted  to  2^1-, 000  head  compared  with  32,200 
head  in  I96O.    Mexico,  Cuba,  Canada  and  Venezuela  were  the  most  important 
markets  in  that  order.    Exports  to  Canada  fell  for  the  second  straight 
year  due  mostly  to  a  reduction  in  feeder  cattle  shipments.    Shipments  to 
Mexico  rose  from  11,200  head  in  I96O  to  12,600  in  I961.    Most  of  the  cattle 
shipped  to  Mexico  were  breeding  stock. 

Shipments  of  sheep  and  lambs  of  27,900  head  were  8,500  head  less  than  in 
i960.    The  majority  of  the  sheep  and  lamb  exports  go  to  Canada. 

Exports  of  live  hogs  rose  substantially  in  I96I  and  amounted  to  8,200  head. 
Cuba  was  the  market  for  5^000  head,  mostly  breeding  stock  purchased  early 
in  1961. 

Red  meat  exports  were  $35.9  million  in  I961,  the  same  as  in  1959  l^ut 
slightly  below  the  $36.3  million  exported  in  I96O.    Pork  shipments  in  I96I 
were  valued  at  $20.7  million  and  beef  and  veal  $12.2  million.  Shipments 
of  fresh  and  frozen  pork  dioring  I961  amounted  to  38  million  pounds  by 
volume,  with  pickled  and  cured  pork  totaling  I5  million  pounds.  Canada 
was  the  most  important  market  for  pork  products  in  1961  taking  k"{  percent 
of  the  total. 

Exports  of  beef  and  veal  were  slightly  larger  than  in  I96O.    Canada  was 
the  major  market  for  these  meats  with  65  percent  of  the  exports  going  to 
that  country.
